The main topic this period was naturally Stalin 1 s death and his re- 
placement b y Malenkov , HTQRUBBX interpreted the cdr Ohms tone© s surrounding 
Stalin's death as indicating Stalin was probably murdered by Malenkov and his 
clique, Malenkov was pictured as being e-ven more evil and imperialistic than 
Stalin, and one whose position was very insecure as was shown by his catering 
to the secret polios and the army. It was stressed that purges in Albania were 
inevitable as repercussions of Malefckov's consolidating his power, and the un- 
stable situation in Albania was contrasted to the unity of the Balkan entente 
to which Albania has indirectly been invited. Other topics treated during this 
period included appeals for defections to the Communist party members and Albanian 
Army, The third state loan was also emphatically deprecated,

HTQRUBBX tr ansmi tted every day during this period with the exception 
of 18 and 25 February. The aircraft broadcasts discontinued March 3, since it 
was evident from the Apple Team reports and the monitoring at Brindisi that the 
transmission was not audible in Albania, The communication engineers were of the 
opinion that the 50 watt transmitter aboard the aircraft was far too small for 
the particular target area, 

>as just been informed by Commo that the diesel engine 
generators for the 2 to 3 thousand watt transmitters have finally been released 
by the Greek custom officials, so that It is hoped that tests will be run on the 
new transmitters in about two weeks. Soon afterward it is expected that HTGRUBBX 
will begin broadcasting over the new transmitters which are over ten times as 
powerful as the present ones. The arrival of these transmitters promises to 
open a new era for HTGRUBBX because it is hoped that not only will it make it 
possible for HTGRUBBX to be dearly audible in Albania, but also that it will 
afford opportunities to use clandestine radio techniques such as "phantom 
broadcasts" whereby the shortwave transmissions of Radio Tirana can be inter- 
rupted with oomments by HTGRUBBX.
